Though 1 don't suppose the woods 
hereabouts are like 'hose up north, 
anyhow. If does seem kind of im 
pertinent BO meddle with 'cm. Don't 
it, now ? I leave it to you, sir. Just, 
to think o' cuttm' down trees that ha' 
been gTOWin' and growin' m the BUS) 
shine and the dew for hundreds of 
years, just, to make lloorin' and tim- 
ber for the use of such a short-lived 
crcefer as man. Why, ihe one we 

felled that day was a good sised sap 
liu' when Christopher Columbus dis- 
covered America. We counted the 
rings, sir. and when it lay on the 
ground, if you were on one side you 
couldn't see the oxen and men out' 
other side. 

It was clear and cold, thawing a 
littk in the sun. The sky was a- 
bltte as ii harebell, and the air was 
like wine, it set your blood to danein' 
so. The woods were full o' winter

Mr. G. O. Fay's letter to one of the 
Trustees of the Ohio Institution, ia 
one which should be given an exten- 
sive circulation. It is to be regretted 
that a man so skilled and capable in the 
position which he_ filled for so many 
years should be compelled by a sense of 
duty to himself and his family to 
tender his resignation, because of a 
feeling that no matter how success- 
ful he might be, his office would be 
Likely to be taken from hirn to pander 
to the wishes of some leader of a 
victorious political party. So far, the 
Ohio Institution has been fortunate in 
securing an experienced man as Mr. 
Fay's successor, but who can say how 
long it may be before some incom- 
petent favorite will take the place, 
with no knowledge or experience in 
the affairs of the deaf and dumb, and 
no recommendation but that of politi- 
cal influence. This state of tl 
has been going on in the Indiana In- 
stitution, where the fluctuations of 
politics deprived that school of one of 
the most experienced educators of the 
deaf and dumb in this country, and 
placed in his stead a man who, al- 
though he may be possessed of all hon- 
or and integrity and earnest intention, 
is manifestly unfit for the office winch 
be holds. 

It is to be deprecated that politics 
should have any voice in the manage- 
ment of institutions of this kind, 
the successful carrying on of every 
department of which requires men of 
special training and experience. 

The reception extender! to Dr. 
Thomas Gillaodet, by his Massachu- 
setts friends in Beverly, is but an- 
other indication of the good will and 
sympathy with his work which pre 
vails fcmong the msjority of New Eng- 
land mutes. All impartial person* 
will rejoice with him in the successful 
and harmonious way in which he is 
pursuing his good work in a region 
which his been misrepresented as be- 
ing in antipathy with his mission. 

One of our subscribers in Buffalo, 
N. Y., sends a letter, with the request 
that it be published in the Jocknai.. 
Ife very considerately tells ns he will 
be responsible for whatever trouble 
it may cause. The letter in question 
is a mean and slanderous one, and the 
motive for writing it would di«o 
any man, even if it were intended only 
fcrprivale perusal, let alone for pal 
tion. With more respect than is due 
to one with such base and unworthy 
purposes, we must inform him that we 
,me to have anything to do with 
bis personal enmities, arid trust that 
be will not again endeavor to use the 
columns of the Jovhxal to slander 
any one who may incur his ill-will. 



State of Michigan is to be congratu- 
lated one having at the head of its 
deaf-mute institution a man of such 
great experience in the work of edu- 
cating the deaf and dumb. 

The Thirteenth Biennial Report 
of the Missiouri Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, for the pears' 1879 
and 1880, is before us. The number 
of pupils present on December 
31st, 1880, was one hundred and 
ninety-six — 117 males, and 79 females. 
There were two deaths during the 
year 1881, both from pneumonia. 
Superintendent Kerr suggests that 
two years be added to the term of 
instruction allowed by law, which is 
now eight years. In regard to articu- 
lation, the Superintendent says: "To 
prevent the disappointment of friends 
and relatives of our pupils, we rep 
that while articulation may be suc- 
cessfully taught to many of the semi- 
deaf and semi-mute, the nnmher of 
congenital deaf-mutes benefited by it 
is not large." The audi phono receives 
a passing notice, but is In no way en 
I as an aid in teaching the deaf. 
The Report has been printed by the 
pupils of the Institution, and although 
the displayed work shows a lack of 
snitable type, what advantages they 
possessed have been utilized, and the 
printing has been done in a creditable 
manner.

the special work for deaf mutes wbioh 
St. Ann'a Ohnroh began in 1852. It 

falls to my lot to bo both J tec tor of 

St. Ann's Ohnreh and General Man- 
ager of the Mission, and to have the 
Rev. John Chamberlain as my as- 
Bociate in the Chnrch and in the So- 
ciety, while the 14ev. Henry Krans 
devotes bimsejf t<> the keanng and 
speakinp portion of St. Aun's Parish. 
Thus the Kev. Mr. Chamberlain and 
myself work locally for the benefit of 
deaf mutes in St. Ann's Church, and 
generally in the Society whoso eighth 
anniversary is auspiciously held in St. 
Thomas' Church to-day. The anniver- 
sary has been delayed by my receut 
trip to Hurope. 

Tbe influence of the Church Mission 
to Deal Mutes is felt throughout the 
length and breadth of our Country. 
It, bus the cooperation of eight clergy- 
men (three being deaf mutes) who can 
use the sign language in conducting 
religious services. It has several lay 
readers and Bible class teachers, and 
is reaching directly Hoveral thousands 
of adult deaf mutes, who arc being 
drawn nearer and nearer to tho Sav- 
iour, and bis appointed ways. It sets 
forth very clearly tho advantages oi 
the system estahlii bed by the liook of 

Common prayer. Deal Mutes, after 
their education, can join in the ser 
vices of any EpisoopeJ Church, if 
kind friends will show them the 
phices in the prayer book, and tbe 
lessons in the Bible. For they can 
rend the Fnglish language as well as 
other people. They can not join in 
the extemporaneous oral worship. 
Thus they and their friends of other 
religions bodies see the great help 
which they derive from the liturgical 
fotms. Sign services are the sources 

of special pleasure to deaf-nmlaa, but 

we can onl.y oiler them regularly in 
the larger cities. 

Dy the exertions of various laborsra 

in the Muster's vineyard, several hun- 
dred deaf mutes have become com- 
municants of tbe Church. 

Realising that we have an unmis- 
takable mission among the 30,000 or 
85,000 deaf mutes of our Country, we 
ask for the means which are neces- 
sary for its sUpport.

The first act opened with Paulding. 
Williams and Van Wort seated on the 
ground engaged in a game of cards. 
WHien suddenly Major Andre appeared, 
riding on a horse, utterly unconscious 
of any danger. The Americans im- 
mediately sprang to their feet, and 
when Andre was near enough, Pauld 
ing. who was dressed in the uniform 
of a British soldier, seized the. horse 
by the bridle. Andre dropped the 
paper he had been reading and I 
to question Paulding, who meanwhile 
had handed the horse over to Wil 
Hams. Among other things, he asked 
Paulding where he came from, Pauld- 
ing replied -from down the river.' 
When Andre heard this he, of course, 
took them for British soldiers, and 
said: "I am a British officer, let sue 
go for I am in haste." But these 
were fatal words, he was roughly 
hustled off his horse and si arched. 
papers were found in his boots, and 
he was arrested as a spy and marched 
oft* to prison. Williams had a very 
hard time with the horse, which was 
a very frisky animal and persisted m 
kicking about, and the interest was 
about equally divided in the sad 
scene of the misery of Andre and 
the trouble Williams had to keep 
the horse still.

the fault of the wnier, he ihould 

critically examine the copy. Recent' 
ly a communication appeared in a 
mute paper, having reference to the 
disposal of something by Rale, ami a 
part of the wording n'ai '"to close a 

xale.'' The type was probably set by 

a semi-mute w ''o did not know that 

the word close has a hall'-do/.eii mean 
ings. lie doubtless pondered over It 
for a moment and, knowing that close 

and clothes arc of smiiar pronunciat- 
ion, concluded that the writer bad 

made a mistake, and so, to set the 
matter right, the seini-muto commit. 
ted a greater blunder than in his 
view had been made by the wilier, 
and actually set the type so as to read, 
-clothe a xale,:' The proof reader 
(Jid not, understand better than lu.s 
typo or was sadly obfuscated.
